A WAENING TO FHAUDULENT BANEQUPTS. 
Bis Lordship delivered the following 
judgment :—In this caso the bankrupt Ng | 
‘Kwai comes up for his discharge in pureu- 
ance of eection 27 of ‘the Bankruptcy Or- 
It spponrs he car- 
ried on business as a butcher. He filed his 
petition on the 17ch of February last and 6 
Receiving Order was modo on the. 5th of | 
March. His Statement of Affaire filed on 
the-10th of March shewed liabilities , *.i- 
matod by bimself at $3601. Ho puts nis 
aasota at 21689. The Official Recsiver has, 
however, so far only recovered $279. Whe- 

ther more will be realizad is problematical. 

Tho Public Examination of the baukrupt ; 
took place on the 2ud April leat, and it ap- 
peara from bis ‘own stutemen:s, which wero 
duly read over to and siened by him in sc- 
cordance with the Ordinance, that ho toule | 
over tho business from his fathor 4 or 6 yeara 
ago, and at that time the capital was about 
$1,100. It oppeats that. cach yosr has 
shown a heavy lose, and at the beginning 
of the Chineso New Yorr, which began in 
January, 1395, the bankrupt was inslvent, 
as his liabilities exceeded his assets, He ; 
atatokthat his position was tbat he then 
owed’ §1,150 mora than ho had. During 
the last Chinese year be continued losing | 
till his position wes that’ ho owed $2,700 
more than he had. He further states that 
on the bth of January, 1896, he knew that 
he hod not sufficient money to pay hie 
debts, That being the state of things he | 
entered into a contract abiut the bth of 
January, 1896, to sell the hidos of all the | 
cattle to bo slaughtered by hia shop to the 
Yau Cheung firm during the ensuing Ohi- 
nese year and borrowed from them an ad- 
vance of $1,200 on account. Wo muat 
have known they would wut receive tho 
hides. About s month afterwards be gave 
up his shop, transferring it to another 
msn, and left the firm to sue him ‘for 
tha recovery of tho advance of $ ,200 and 
for damoges for not supplying tho hides, 
After the Plaintiffs had gone to tho ox- 
pense of issuing tho writ, he Gled a Peti- 
tion in bankruptey and got tho action 
stayed. Suction 27 of the Bankruptcy 
Ordinanco sub. section 4, coupled with 
section LO of Ordinance 6 of 1892, provides 
that * where the bankrupt bas continued te 
trade after knowing bimeelf to be insolvent,’ 
or ‘ whero he has contracted any debt prove- 
able in bankruptcy without having at the 
time of contracting it, any-rensonable or 
probable ground of oxpectation (proof where- 
of sball lie upon him) of being able to pay 
it,’ the Court, on proof of anch facts to ite 
satisfaction, may aummarily sentence tho 
bankrupt to imprisonment with or without 
hard labour for any term not oxceeding one 
year, Section 17, sub-section 6 of the 
Bankruptey Ordinance makes the notes 
of the public examination svidonce 
against the bankrupt. Jo this caso it 
is abundantly cloar and from the bank- 
rap?’s own evidence that he has com~ 
mitted both the offences I hava speoi- 
fied. oe continued trading knowing him- 
aaif to be ineot vent, and when he contracted 
the debt of $1200 he had no reasunable 
expectation of being able to pay it or of 
being able’ to supply the hides, It js’ 
necessary to muke an example of £0 
fraudulent o bankrupt. In some other 
cases men fobly. deserving imprisonmont 
have oscaped owing to difficulties of proof. 
In thia cose the proof is clear, and I son- 
tence Ng Kwai to be imprisoned and kept 
to hard ]sbour for tho term of three calen- , 
dar months for oach offence, such sentences 
to-run concurrently, I way add that | 
think this summary power which is conferred | 
by our local ordinance is a most usefal pro- j 
vision io this Colony where the bankruptey 
jurisdiction of tho Court is too often re- 
sorted to rather with a view of protecting 
unscrupulous persons from legal proceed- 
ingsandfrom arreat than of realizing and 
distributing substantial assote In an equit- 
able manner among the creditors, ‘This 
judgment fully endurees the roport of the 
Official Recaiver, who very properly called 
attention to the offences for which tho 
bankrupt hos been sentenced.

A Naval Court of Enquiry was opened to- 
day in H.B.M.'s Consulate, Shanghai, to 
enquire into the ciroumstanoes attending 
the disastrons collision at Woogung between 
the ON. Ca.’s steawer Newehwang and the 
L-C.8,N, Co.'s steamer Onwo which resulted 
in the sinking of the latter vessel on the 
30th ult. with deplorable loss of life, The 
Court consisted of Lieut, Price Vaughan 
Lewis of H.M.S. Spartan, President; Mr 
H. Bencraft Joly, H.B.M.’s Itegistrar of 
Shipping, and Mr Strect, Master of the P. 
and O, 8. N. Co,’anteamer Kevenna, Asses- 
ors, Mr William Bell, Paymaster H.M.8 
Spartan, acted aa Clerk of the Court, Tho: 
CN, pompany was represented by Capt. 
John Whittle, Marine Superintendent, while 
Messrs W. I, Inglis, and Angus Sinclair 
(Marino Superintendent), watched the caeo 
on behalf of Messra Jardine, Matheson & 


vicer for tho owners of tha Onwo, On the 
opening of the Court, the summons calling 
it wae read, with o letter from Mesera 
Butterfield and Swire requesting that the 
Court should be held ; aleo another from Bir 
Nicholas Hannen, to Captain Winsloe of 
ILM.8. Spartan, to hold the enquiry, ‘ 

The President, addressing the representa~ 
tives and witnesses, said that he hoped they 
ogreed with him that the Court ahould carry 
out the enquiry in the fullest manner 
peseible, and he looked to them to aesiat io 
avery wey.

Tho Indian “Act, 
uader which the Colony is at present, aays 
that o tavorn or hotel-kecper must bring bis 
suit within a twelve-month of delivering the 
food or drink, ‘Three-yeara ara allowed to 
rooover the value of other articles sold retail, 
The new Limitations Ordinance retains the 
same periods, bat Mr, Hiittenbach proposes 
to make the period of limitation three months, 
That is to say no hotel-keeper can sue a man 
for fond, drink, or lodging after three months, 
The notion of the hon'ble gentleman is that’ - 
hotel-keepors will refuge to give oredit, aud 
that a blow will be strack at the abitsyster, 
His argument is that in the past young mon 
have been ruined through tho facility with 
which they can run op billa at botels—and, 
incidentally, that hotel-keopers hava also 
been ruined, Ho cited the case of ane young 
man with o big bill who was pievented fre, 
leaving tho Colony without paying it.

Tho final afrangements have now beon 
made for one of the most imposing core- 
monics that, onco, perbaps, in the course of 
agene'stiva, ean ba witnessed ip Europe. 
‘The sulemn, spectacular entry of the Em- 
peror aod Empress of Russia into their 
faithful city of Moscow—the truo Russian 
eapital—in anticipation of their-Corenation 
afew days afterwards, is a sight to reoa}l 
tho splendonre of a Roman Trinmph, with- 
cut the clement of cruclty furnished by the 
presence of captives in the gorgeous but bar- 
boric display. Europe hay other Imperial 


rule, gel crowned 5 Napoleon IIT. being, in- 
deed, the only Sovereign of his limo who 
disporsed with (he sacred rite—for reasons 
which could doubtlesa be explained at the 
Vatican, if nowhere else, But though at 
Berlin, and at Vienna, troops may bo put in 
procession ag numerous, os finely trained, 
und as richly uttired, as these which in end- 
lees columea will march in their gala uni- 
forma from the precinots of the Petrovuly 
Patace, in a not far-distant suburb, to the 
gates of the comparatively new Patoco 
within the crenelated walla of the ancient 
Kremlin, yet what other Power oan, like 
Rusia, show, etde by side, or in oonetantly 
varying succession, every désoription of 
Curcpenn troops, and, at the sauy time, 
semi-Orievtal asd puroly Asiatic levics 7 
Useful Infantry of Western type will be 
there, with, here and tlere, some his- 
toric regiment wearing the garb of the 
eriod at whieh it was raised; for- 
midable Artillery ; brilliant Cavalry, in- 
cluding Hussera in tanies of green, blur, 
and seariet, Uhlans with loa lances, Dra- 
foana with Long swords, glittering Cuir- 
aasiers with helmets worthy of Lohenqrov; 
and, side hy side with these, Cossacks of 
different degrees of picturesqueness, de- 
generating now und then into tho grotesque, 
from the Don, the Yolga, the Block Sea;

Petersburz and Moscow for shuw parposes 
alone. ‘Chey serve to remind the vation af 
the extent at Russian dominion, ard of tho 
constant spread in an casterly direction of 
Russian military aad political power. Not 
conscious, perhaps, of much persopal might 
himeelf, the humblest Russian prasant is 
proud, on secing the maynificeat and highly- 
reprearatative fussian Army. to feel that 
by belusgs to one of the mightiest Fenpires

But an ancient Russian 
‘athedral beara no more reaemblanee to 
Westminster Abbey. or Notre Damo then 
doze i small S.ondon chapel to St. Paul's, 
For climatic reasons, no doubt, and to pros 
vent pious congregations fram being frozen 
to death, Cathedrals in Russia, like churohes 
generally, were constructed of the narrowoert, 
dimensions, In the heart of the species of 
citadel catled the Kremlio, four a0-oallod 
Cathedrals stand oluse together, not one of 
which will hold more than a few hundreds of 
persona. ‘The Cathedral of the Assumption, 
in which the Coronation takes place, 1s nat 
more epacious than ‘tha others; ond when 
places have been found for the clergy, the 
choir, the auguet porsinagcs immediately 
interested, with their numerous attendants, 
the Ministery of State, the high officials, the 
Marshals of Nobility, representing tha ter- 
ritorial aristocracy of every part of Ruswin, 
the Foreign Ambassadors, the Heads of 
Special Missions, visiturs of the first divline- 
tion inoluding many mombers of reigning 
families, the buiiding will bave been already 
filied to overflowing. It is. not until the 
announcement is made by the cannon of the 
Kremlin that the fuct of the Coronation 
having talsen plooo is known to more than a 
seleot few. The Ulumioution, on the other 
hend, of the city is a sight which the
